But tiine would fail me, to teH of oil thrtse bundreds and tJtcni&asidst 
cif womeriy who perished ia the Low countries of Holload, wbe» Alv«'» 
sword of vengeance was uaaherithed against th6 Pirotostantst whea 
the Catholic Incniiaitiona of Europe became the mercileas exoc»JtioR- 
ers of vindictive wrath, upou those who dared to wovahip God, iastead 
of bowing down in unholy adoiation before "my Lord Gpd the P<>p5," 
and when England, too, burnt her Ann Ascoes at the stake of mar^> 
dom. Suffice it to say, that the Church, after having been driven fiwm 
Judea to Rome, and frono Rome to Piedmont, and from Piedmont 4o 
England, and from England to Holland, at last stretched hej- fai&ttng 
v;tng3 over the dark bosom of the Atlantic, and found on the shores 
of a great wilderness, a refuge from tyranny and oppression — as she 
thou^t, but even here, (the warm blush of shame mantles my cheek 
as I write it,) even here, woman was beaten and banished, imprisoned, 
imd hung upon the gallows, a trophy to the Cross. 

Atid what, I would ask in conciusion,havetPc>men done for the great 
and glorious cause of Emancipation? Who wrote that pamphlet 
which moved the heart of Wilborforce to pray over the wrongs, and his 
tongue to plead the cause of the oppressed African? It was a woman, 
Elizabeth Heyrick. Who labored assiduously to keep the sufierings 
of the slave continually before the British public? They were women. 
And how did they do it?' By their needles, paint brushes and pens, 
by speaking the truth, and petitioning Parliament for tlie abolition of 
slavery. And what was the effect of their labora? Head it in the 
Emancipation bill of Great Britain. Read it, in the present state 'of 
her West India Colonies. Read It, in the impulse which has been 
givea to the cause of freedom, in the United States of America. 
Have English women then done so much for tiie negro, and shalS 
American women do nothing ? Oh no ! Already are there sixty^ female 
Anti-Slavery Societies in operation. These are doing just what the 
English women did, telling the ^Kory of the colored man's wrooga, 
praying for his deliverance, and presenting his kneeling image coiv- 
stantly before tlie public eyo on bagy arid iieedle-bookGc card-rachc;, 
pen-wpers, pin-eushiorss, &€. Sveu Iho children of the raorth arc in- 
scribing on tbeii" handy work, " May the points of oisr Jieedlea prick 
the slaveholder's conscience." Some of the reports of ^hese Socictiea 
exhibit not only conaiderablQ talent, bat a deep sense cef yc'igwys 
duty, and a determinaiion to peraevere through evti as well as go^jsl 
report, until every scourge, and every shackle, is buried undev tlm 
feet of the siiianunuMed slave. 

The I^adies' Anti-Slavery Society of Boston was called last fallj 'v,o a 
severe trial of their ftiith and constancy. They were mobbed fey tl\o 
gontlem.ea of property and standing," in tltat city at Iheir anniversMj 
•MvAiimg, and Ihesr lives wore joopavded by an infuriated crowd ; but 
their conduct; on that occa.tiiou d:?! credit to o«r sex, sisid affords a full 
assurance that tliey will never abr.adoQ the cause of the slave. The 
pamphlet, Eight and Wrong m ikston, issued by them in -cvhich a

It te^mfest to evenr refSectiog mind, that slavery must be abolish- 
ed; the era in which we live, and the light which is pversprsading 
the whole world on this subject, clearly shoW that the time cannoi^ be 
distant when it will b« done. Now there are only two ways in which 
it can bo effected, by maM power or physical force, and it in for you 
w^ch of these you prefer. Slavery always has, aiid always. 
^RR*^"*^® insurrections wher<*ver it ekist^p because, it isL^ violation 
<»XP^-W$y^ order of things, and np human power can much longer 
^j^twfip At* The.opjposers of abolitioi^ista fully believe this; one 
f'odya^ked, to m© not long since, there is no doubt there wiU foe ■ 
overturning at th^.South in.a few years, such cruelty 
«nd,«(roE)g, niiust be visited with Divine vengeance soon. Abolition- 
»#?>,^i*ove, too, that this must inevitably be the case if you dp not 
repei^toADd they aiw not willing to leave you to perish without en- 
you, to save yourselves from destruction; well may they say 
with the a|tost|e, " am I then yow enemy because I tell you t truths" .

But why, my dear friends^ have I thus been eodeavoring to 'ead you 
through the history of more than three tlioapand years, and to poiist 
you to that great cloud of witnesses who have gone before, «• from 
worker to rewards?' Have I been seeking to magnify the sufferings, 
a»d exalt the character of v/omm, that she "might have praise of 
ir«c«t" Ro! niy object has fesea to arouse jfosa, cjs fho wives' 

md. mothers, the daughters and sisters, of the South, to n sense of 
yow duty as tcQnn&if and as C/hristinn women, on that great sifbject;, 
which has already shaken our country, from tin, St Lawresjce and 
th«5 laJtes, to tho Oulf of Mexico, and from the Mississippi to She 
chorea of the Atlantic; and wHl conlmm mglUUij to shake it, until tfea 
polSuted temple of skveKj fall and cmrable into ruin.

Yes ! citizens of the United States, after y idcr- 
jng Mexico of her land, are now engaged in deadly conflict, of thd 
privilege of fastening chains, and collars, and manacles— upon v/hom? 
upon the subjecta of some foreign prince ? No ! upon native bos»s 
Aamerican Republican citizens, alUiOugh the fathers of theso very mevi. 
declared to the whole world, while struggling to free thcmaelvea from 
t\io three penny taxet? of an English king, tliat they believed it to be 
a aelf-svidcnt tnjth that all men were created equal, and had an unalieri" 
able right to liberty. 

Weil may tho poet exclaim in bitter sarcai^m, 

" Tho fustian flag that proudly wavc.9

Can you not, my friende, understand the signs of the times ; do jou 
not SCO tho sword of retributive justice hanging over the South, o?

Yes ! if th®rfl> were but one Esther at tlie South, she mght save her 
country from ruin ; but let the Christian women there arise, as tho 
Christian women of Great Britain did, ?n the majesty of mora! power, 
and that salvation is certain. Let them embody themselves in so- 
cieties, and send petitions up to their different legislatures, enti eating 
tliesr husbands, fathers, brokers and so^s, to abolish the institutioa

Such appeali to 
TOUT iecialaturos would be irreaittiblo, for there it sometbmg in the 
Wrt of man which wi/l $mi under moral tumm. There i« a swift 
witneM for truth in his bosom* which wiU respond to truth when it is 
sttsiwd with calmness and dignity. If you could obtain but six signa- 
tores to sodli a petition in only one state, I would say, send up that 
petitioD* and be not in the least discouraged by the scoffs and jeers 
'Of ^ heartlesst or the resolution of the house to lay it on the table. 
It will be a great thing if the subject can be introduced into your 
legislatures in any way, even by womm^ and they will be the most 
likely to introduce it there in the best possible manner, as a matter 
«f wtoraU and reUgion^ not of expediency or poliucs. You may 
petition, too, the different ecclesiastical bodies of the slave states. 
Slavery must be attacked with the whole power of truth and the 
•word of the spirit. You must take it up on Chrittian ground, and 
fight against it with Christian weaponSf whilst your feet are shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of peace. And you are tmo loudly 
ealled upon by the cries of the widow and the orphan, to arise and 
gird yourselves for this great moral conflict.'Siith the whole armour ' 
of righteousness on the right hand and on the left." 

There is every encouragement for you tb labor and pray, my 
friendsy because the abotilion of slavery as well as its existence, has 
been the theme of prophecy. ^ Ethiopia (says the Psalmist) shall 
stretch forth her hands unto God." And is she not now doing so ? 
Are not the Christian negroes of the south lifting their bands in prayer 
for deliverance, just as tiie Israelites did when their redemption was 
drawing nigh 1 Are they not sighing and crying by reason of the 
hard btmdage ? And think you, that He, of whom it was said, and 
G-od heard their groaning, and (beir cry came up. unto htm hy reason 
of the hard bondage," think you that his ear is neavy that he cannot 
»ow hear the cries of his sufiering children ? Or that He who raised 
up a Moses, an Aaron, and a Miriam, to bring them up out of the 
land of Egjrpt from the house of bondage, cannot now, with a high 
hand and a stretched out arm, rid the poor n^oes out of the hands 
of tiieir masters t Surely you believe that his arm is not shortened 
that he cannot save. And would not such a work of mercy redound 
to his glory I But another string of the harp of prophecy vibrates to 
the song of deliverance : ** But they shall sit every man under his 
vine, and under his %-tree, and none tkcUl make them afraid; for the 
mouth of the Lord of Hosts hath spoken it." The slave never can 
do tiiis as long aw be is a elavei whilst be is a " chattel personal" be 
can own no property \ but the time ia to cowte when every man is to 
flit under hi* own vine and his own fig-tree, and no domineering driver, 
or iitrrspmiaible master, or irascible mistress, shall make him afhud 
t£ th* cbaia or the whip, Heayr, too, the sweet tones of another 
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ftnsg I ** Mtoy abtU ntn to r J fto, and <wwrf< rf« Ml In* 
ctMMd,** Siarmy 10 an insorrooiiDtabia barrier tu rat iaeraam at 
knowledge in ererjr communis where it exiete ; i^Hnnft ikm mat tt 
aijliiked hiftrt tfau prediction cao be ftslfiled.

ocieties were broken up, their constitutions burnt, and the rasi 
machinery with which they are laboring to regenerate nttnluod was 
stopped, that the black clouds of vengeance would ac . burst over 
our world, and every city would witness the fate of tbe derotedl citwa 
of the plaint Each one of these societies is walking abroad diroag^ 
the earth scattering the seeds of truth over the wide field of ocr 
world, not with the hundred hands of a Briareus, but widi a hundred 
thousand. 

Another encouragement for you to labor, my friends, is, that yon 
will have the prayers and co-operation of English and Northern phi- 
lanthroptsts. You will never bend your knees in supplication at the 
throne of grace for the overthrow of slavery, without meeting there 
the spirits of other Christians, who will mingle their voices with youra, 
as the morning or evening sacrifice ascends to God. Yes, tbe spirit 
of prayer and of srfpplication has been poured out upon "Rany, many 
hearts; there are wr^tling Jacobs who will not let go of the prophetie 
promises of deliverance for the captive, and the opening of prison doora 
to them that are bound. There are Pauls who are saying, in refer<siice 
to this subject, *' Lord, what wilt thou have me to dof* There are 
Marys sitting in the house now, who are ready to arise and go A>rth 
in tins work as soon as the message is brought, " the master is come 
and calleth for thee." And Uicre are Marthas, too, who have already 
gone out to meet Jesus, as he bends his footsteps to their brother's 
grave, and weeps, ml over the lifeless body of Lazarus bound hand 
and foot in grave-clothes, but over the politically and intellectually 
lifeless siave, bound baud and foot in the iron c' aios of egression and 
ignorance. Some may be ready to say, as Martha did, who seemed 
to expect nothing but sympathy from Jesus, Lord, by this time tie 
stinketh, for he hath been dead four days." She thought it uaelen 
to remove tbe stone and expose the loathsome body of her brotiicrj 
she could not believe that so great a miracle could be wrought, as to 
raise ikal putrefied body into hfe ; but ^ Jesus said, tsSsa ye away Um 
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et»D^?' fifid w)kdo ti^r h^d taken iwaj Ae iitwio when> tha dead «u 
laidt an4 uncovered the hi>dy of Laeanis, tben h wa? that Jesus 
J^mi up hift ^yes and said, Father^ I thank thee that tiiou bast beard 
rn^" lic<^, A iiiid when he had thus spoken, he ciied with a loud Tdic^* 
Liuc^nwi come forth,'' Tes» some nmy. be readjr to saj of the' 
colored race, how can ihey ever be raised poUticaltj and inteUectti- 
aU^t vtftej have been dead four hundred rears t But we have nolhmg 
do witb hoiB this is to be done ; our tnuiam is to take away the 
ebme wlw^ has covered up the dead body <^ our broAier, to expose 
the putrid carcass, to show kow that bodjr has been bound with the 
gnverclo&es of heathen ignorance, and his face witti the napkin of 
m^judice, , and having done ail it was our dutjr to do, to stand by 
the negro's grave, in humble faith and holy hope, waiting to hear 
the. life-giving command of "Lazarus, come forth." Tms is just 
what Anti-Slavciy Societies are doing ; they are taking away the 
stone from the mouth of the tomb of slavery, where lies the putrid . 
carcass of our brother. They want the pure %ht of heaven to shine 
into that dark and gloomy cave ; they want m men to see hoto that 
dead body has been bound, how that face has been wrapped in the 
rtfipkin of pr^udice ; and shall- they wait beside that grave in win t 
Is not Jesus still the resurrection and the life t Did He come to pro« 
claim lit drty to the captive, and the openiog of prison doors to them 
that are bound, in vain ? Did He promise to give beauty for ashes, 
the <m1 of joy f>r mourning, and the garment of praise (or the i^irit 
of heaviness unto them that mourn in Zton, and will He refuse to ' 
beautiQr the mind, anoint the bead, and throw around the captive 
negro the mantle of praise for that spirit of heaviness which has so 
long bowed him down to the ground ? Or shall we not rather say 
with the prophet, " the zeal of &o Lord of Hosts will perform thisi'' 
Yes, his promises are sure, and amen in Christ Jesus, that he will 
assemble her that halteth, and gather her that is driven out, and her 
that is ofBicted. 

Bat I will now say a few words on the subj^t of Abolitionism. 
Poubtless you hare all heard Anti-Slaveiy Societies denounced as 
insurrectionary and mischievous, fanatical and dangerous. It has 
been said Ihey publish the most abominable untruths, and that they 
ore endeavoring to excite rebellions at the South. Have you believed 
these reports, my friends? have you also been deceived by these false 
assertions? Listen to me, then, whilst I endeavor to wipe from the 
fair character of Abolitionism such unfounded accusations. You 
know that / am a Southerner ; you know that my dearest relatives 
are nc*v in a slave State. Can you for a nMment believe I would 
provu 80 recreant to the feelings of a daughter and a sister, as to join 
o society which was seeking to overthrow slavery by falsehood, blood- 
shed, and murder? I appeal to you who have known and loved me 
in days that are passed, can jfCM beliove it ? No ! my friends. As a 
Carolinian, I was peculiarly jealous of any movements on this subject ; 
and before I would job an Anti-Slaveiy Society, I took the precao- 
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UoB of becoming at^uaioted with somo of. the leading Ab(^Uoiii«tt| 
of readins their publications and attending their meettngs, at Tvhin^I 
hoard addresses both from colored and white men ; and it waa »Q$ 
trntil I was fully conyinced that their principles were ituktijf faqJfic^ 
and their eflbrts only moral, that I gnve my n&nie m a member to ura 
Female Aitti-SIarery Society of Phuadelphia. Since that time, I hffi^ 
regularly taken the Liberator, and read many Anti^Slarery pan^iblets 
and papers and books, and can assure you I net«r have seen « siogl« 
insurrectionary paraffrapb, and never read any account of omeli/ 
which I could not brieve. Southerners may deny the truth of these 
accounts, but why do they not prove them to be false. Their violent 
expressions of horror at such accounts being believed, may deceive 
some, but they cannot deceive m«, for I lived too long in the midst of 
slavery, not to know what slavexy is. Such declaraUons remind TO* 
of an assertion made by a Catholic priest, who said that his Chorch 
had never persecuted Protestants for their religibn, when it ie weQ 
known that the {>»ges of history arc black with the crimes of the In- 
quisition. Oh ! if the slaves of the South coiild only write a book, it 
would vie, I have no doubt, with the horrible details of Catholic 
cruelty. When / speak of this system, " I speak that I do know,*' and , 
I am not afraid to assert, that Anti-Slavery publications have not over- 
drawn the monstrous features of slavery at all. And many a Sonth- 
emer hunos this as well as I do. A lady in North Carolina remarked 
to a friend of mine, about eighteen months since, Northerners know 
nothing at all about slavery ; they think it is perpetual bondage only} 
but of the depth of degradation t^at word involves, they have no con- 
ception ; if they had, they would never cease their efforts until so horritlt . 
a system was overthrown.*' She did not know how faithfully some 
Northern men and Northern women bad studied this subjeet; how 
diligently they had searched out the cause of " him who had none to 
help him,*' and how fearlessly they had told the story of the negro's 
wrongs. Yes, Northerners know ewry thing about slavery now. 
This monster of iniquity has been unveiled to the world, his frightful 
features unmasked, and soon, very soon, will he be regarded with no 
more complacency by the American republic ihan is the idol of Jug- 
gernaut, rolling its bloody wheels over the crushed bodies of its pros- 
trate victims. 

But you will probibly ask, if Anti-Slavery societies are not tn6ar<i- 
rectionary, why do Northerners tell us they are 1 Why, I would ask 
you in returo,^ did Norther>i sciiators and Northern representatives 
give their votes, at the last sitting of congress, to the admission of 
Arkansas Territory as a slave state T Take those men, one by one, 
and ask them in their parlours, do you approve of slavery t ask them on 
Northern ground, where they will spejlk the truth, and X doubt not 
every man of them will tell you, no! Why then, I ask, did they give 
their votes to enlarge the mouth of that grave which has already de- 
stroyed its tens of thousands ? All our enemies tell us they are as 
much antii-slavery as we are. Yes, ray friends, thousands who are 
helping you to bind the fetters of slavery on the negro, despise yon in 
their hearts for doing it ; thcv rejoice that such an institution has not 
been entsuled upon them. WTiy then, I would ask, do they lend you 
their help? I will tell you, " they love the praise of men more than 
the praise of God." The Abolition cause has not yet become so 
popular as to induce them to believe, that by advocating it in con- 
gress, they shall sit stUl more securely in thmr Beats Ihera, and like 
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(lit thi^titkrsia^o AAyB of our Saviour, though moffjf. believed on 
Irim« yet they did net confess hiiD, lest they ehoald be put out of the 
mfnagtfgue; John xii, 4S, 43. Or peihaps like Pilato, thinking they 
oottid i>reTaiI nothing, and fearing a tumult, they deteitnined to release 
Barabbftt and eurrender the just man, the poor innocent slave to be 
Mripped of his rights and scourged. In vain will such men trj to 
WMh their hands, and say, with vte Roman governor, ** I am inno- 
ttent of the blood of this just person.'' Northern American statesmen 
are no more innocent of the crime of slavery, than Pilate was of the 
murder of Jesus, or Saul of that of Stephen. These are high charges, 
but I appeal to their heart* f I i^peai to public opinion ten yoars 
fromlnow. Slavery then is a national sin. 

But you will say, a great many other Northerners tel! us so, who 
can have no political motives. The interests of the North, you must 
know, my friends, are very closely combined with those of the South. 
The Northern merchants and manufacturers are making their fortunes 
out of the prodvce oftlave labor j the grocer is selling your rice and 
sugar ; how then can these men bear a testimony against slavery 
wi&out condemning themselves ? But there is another reason, the 
Nordk is most dreadfully afraid of Amalgamation. She is alarmed 
at the very idea of a thing so monstrous, as she thinks. And lest 
this consequence ndght flow from emancipation, she is determined to 
resist all enorts at emancipation without expatriation. It is not be- 
cause the approves of slavery^ or believes it to be " the comer stone 
of our republic," for she is as much anti-elavery as we are ; but 
amalgamation is too hornble to think of. Now I would ask you^ is 
it right, is it generous, to refuse the colored people in this countrj' the 
advantages of education and the privilege, or rather the rightf to fol- 
low honest trades and callings merely because they are colored? 
The same prejudice exists here against our colored brethren that 
existed agahist the Gentiles in Judea. Great numbers cannot bear 
the idea of equality, and fearing lest, if they had the same advantages 
we enjoy, they would become as intelligent, as fnoral, as religious, 
and as respectable and wealthy, they are determined to keep them as 
low as they possibly can. Is this doing as they would be done by ] 
Is this loviitg their neighbor as themehes ? Oh! thatm;A opposers 
of Abolitionism would put their souls in the stead of the free colored 
raan^s and obey the apostolic injunction, to *' remember them that are 
in bonds as bound tcilh them," I will leave you to judge whether the 
fear of amalgamation ought to induce men to oppose anti-slavery 
efTorte, when they believe slavery to bo sinful. Prejudice against 
color, is the most powerful enemy we have to fight with at the North. 

You need not be surprised, Uien, at all, at what is said against 
Abolitionists by Uie Nortfi, for they are wielding a two-edged sword, 
which even here, cuts through the atrds of caste, on the one side, 
tmd the bonds of interut on the other. They are only sharing the 
fate of other reformers, abused and reviled whilst they are in the mi- 
nority ; but they are neither angiy nor discouraged by the invective 
which has been heaped opon t£sm l^* slaveholdeni ttt &e South and 
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tiwtf apologists at the North. They know that when G«oi^ Fox 
kad William Edtnundson vrere laboring in behalf of the negroes in 
the West Indies in 1671 that the very same slanders were propogated 
against them, which are norc circulated against Abolitionists. Al« 
though it was well known that Fox was the found&r of a rotigiottii 
sect which repudiated all war, and all violence, yet even he was ac- 
cused of '^endeavoring to excite the slaves to insurrection and of 
teaching the negroes to cut their mastered throats." And these two 
men who had their feet shod with the preparation of the Gospel of 
Peace, were actually compelled to draw up a formal declaration that 
Ihey mre not trying to raise a rebellion in Barbadocs. It is also 
worthy of remark that these Reformers did not at this time see the 
* neces9ity of emancipation under seven years, and their principal 
efforts were exerted to persuade the planters of the necessity t)f in- 
structing their slaves ; but th6 slaveholder saw then, just what the 
slaveholde; sees now, that an enlightened population never can be > 
ilave population, and therefore they passed a law that negroes should 
not even attend the meetings of Friends. Abolitionists ^lovr that the 
life of Glarkson was sought by slavetraders, and that even Wilber> 
force was denounced on the floor of Parliament as a fanatic and » 
hypocrite by the present Kbg of England, the very man who, in 1884 
set his seal to that instrument which burst the fetters of eight hundreil 
thousand slaves in his West India colonies. They know thtt the 
first Quaker who bore a faithful testimony against the sin of slavery 
was cut off from religious fellowship with that society. That Quaker 
was a woman. On her deathbed she sent for the committe who dealt 
with her — she told them, the near approach of death had not altered 
her sentiments on tho subject of slavery and waving her hand towards 
a very fertile and beautiful portion of country which lay stretched bo- 
fore her window, she said with great solemnity, " Friends, the time 
will come when there will not be friends enough in all this district ta 
hold one meeting for worship, and this garden will be turned into a 
wilderness." 

The aged friend, who with tears in his eyes, related this mteresting 
circumstance to me, remarked, that at that time there were seven 
meetings of friends in that part of Virginia, but that when he was 
there ten years ago, not a single meeting was held, and the country 
was literally a desolation. Soon after her decease, John Woolman 
began his labors in our society, and instead of disowning a member 
for testify tfig against slavery, they have forsixty-two years positively 
forbidden their members to hold slaves. 

Abolitionists understand the slaveholding spirit too well to be sur- 
prised at any thing that has yet happened at the South or the North j 
they know that the greater the sin is, which is exposed, the more vio- 
lent will be the efforts to blaclcen the character and impugn the too- 
tives of those ^o are engaged in bringing to light the hidden things 
of darkness. They understand the woric of Reform too well to be 
driven back by the furious waves of opposition, which are only foam- 
ing out their own shame. They have stood **the worlcPs dreed 
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Saygb," w'hea onty (twelve men formed tho fiifst Ainiti--S!ave«'y Society 
in Boatosi is* lS31o Thoy have facod and jfeiuted the calurirmiioB ot 
Awh <dmmio3f and proved tbemsoives to be emphatically peace ;ncd by 
viewer lemiing the violcnco of mobs, men. when driven b]'- frhor.T, ft-om 
l,he tempio of God, and dragged by an j.nfairiated crowd ■■'(u-ough <tho 
steets of the emporiura of New-Esigland, or subjected by slaveholdersi 
■£o Sho pain of co:rporal piwiGhmenS:.. " None of these tilings mova 
them 5" and, by the gi'ace of God, they are determined to peisevesre 
in this work of faitlx and labor of love : they mean to pray, and 
preach, and write, and print, until slavery is completely overthrowis^ 
luntil Babylon is taken up and cast into tlie sea, to " be found bo 
more at a!L" They mean to petition Congress year after year, until 
the seat of our govemreent is cleansed from the sinful traffic of 
'"slaves and the soub of men-" Although that august assembly may 
ijiO 2ike the unjust judge who " ed iwi Ood neither regarded man," 
yet it must yield just ais he dfcr ro. the power of importunity. Like 
*he unjust judge, Congress jVcdk-cGo 'ihe wrongs of the wido^.v, 

lest fey the continual coming wp of petitions, it be wearied. This v/iil 
be stFiking tiie dagger into the very heart of the monster, and once 
thisdone, he must soon expire.

Thoinpsoncinteheretowar against the giant sin of alaveryt m>< n'ith 
the sword and the pistol, but with the smooth stones of oratoiy taken 
(torn the pure waters of the rirer of Truth* His splendid talents 
and commanding eloquence rendered him a powerful coadjutor in the 
Anfi-SIaT^iiy cause, and in order to neutralize the effects of these 
upoh hiftiauditors, and rob the poor shxre of the benefits of his laborS) 
his Wacter was de&med, his life was soiurht, and he ^last driven 
from our Eepublic, as a iugitire.

Paul was as much a foreign emitsary in file Roman colony of Philippic 
as George Thompson was in America, end it was because he was a

ing them of that mighty confederacy of petty tyrants which extendi 
over &irteen States of our Unions He » telling them of &e munifi- 
cent rewards offered by slaveholders, fw the hes^s of the most distin- 
guished advocates for freedom in this countiy. He is moving tho 
British Churches to send out to the churches of America the most 
solemn appeals, reproving, rebpking, and exhorting them with all 
long suffering and patience to aband<»i the sin of slavery immediately. 
Where then 1 ask, will the name of Geoige Thompson stand <m the 
page of History ? Among the honorable^ or the base ? 

What can I say more, my friends, to induce |^ to fu^ your haads^ 
and heads, and hearts, to this great work of justice merc^. 7t|i- 
haps you have feared the c<»isequences of immediate : £mancq)ation« 
ud been fiightcned by all those dreadful propbtcies «f nbeUiQi%

spoke through the four hundred prophets of old, to Ahab .ldng of^^

horrible scenes if it is continued five jears longer, but Emancipatioa 

I can prore dlie tcffett^ of immediate Emancipation hy history. la 
St Domingo in 1793 six hundred thousand siares were set free in ft 
iifhite popukdon of forty^o thousand. That Island niaxched as - 
bjr enchantment towards its ancient splendor, cultivation prospered, 
every day produced perceptible proofs of its progress, and th» 
negroes all continued quieUy to woik on the difierent plantations, 
until in 1802, France determined to reduce these liberated slaves 
again to bondage. It was at ihis Urn that all those dreadful scenes 
of cruelty occured, which we so often mjfutly hear spoken of, as the 
effects of Abolition. They were occasioned not by Emancipation, : 
but by the base attempt to fasten the chains of slavery on the limbs 
of liberated slaves. 

In Gaudaloupe eighty-five thousand slaves were freed in a ^te 
population of thirteen thousand. The same prosperous effects, fol- 
lowed manumission here, that had attended it in Hayti, every thing 
was quiet until Buonaparte sent out a fleet to reduce these negroes . 
again to slavery, and in 1S02 this institution was re-established in 
tiiat Island. In 1834, when Great Britain determined to liberate the 
slaves in her West India colonics, and proposed the e^pprenticeship 
system; the planters of Bermuda and Antigua, afler having join^ 
the other planters in their representations of the bloody consequences 
of Emancipation, in order if possible to hold back the hand which 
was offering the boon of freedom to the poor negro ; as soon as they 
found such falsehoods weie utterly disregarded, and Abolition must 
take place, came forward voluntarily, and asked for the compensation 
which W8« due to them, saying, Ikcy preferred immcdiaU emancipaiim^ 
md were not afraid of any insurrection^ And how is it with these 
jslands now T They are decidedly more prosperous than any of those 
<n which the apprenticeship system was adopted, and England is now 
rying to abolish that system, so fully convinced is she that immediate 
iSiaancipation is the safest and the best plan. 

And why not try it in the Southern States, if it ne^er has occasioned; 
rebellion ; if npf a dr(^ of hhod has ever been shed in consequence 
of it, thou^ it has been so oflen tried, why should we suppose it 
would produce such disastrous consequences now? "Be not de^ 
ceived then, God is not mocked," by such false excuses for not doing 
justly a:nd loving mercy. There is nothing to fear from immediate, 
jSmancipatian', but wery thing from the continuance of slavery. 

Sisters in Christ, I have done. As a Southerner, I have felt it was 
ay duty to address you.
